Apricot crop In this end of the state. I 
Crowers are naturally interested in | 
learning how the crop prospects are ! 
lh other portions of the state, and it I 
is frequently difficult to obtain relia­ 
ble information. 
In two different farm papers of last 
week there were two widely differing 
■tntementB concerning the coming ap­ 
ricot crop, one to the effect that it 
would be a 25 per cent crop, another 
that there would be a bumper crop in 
the state. It is evidently impossible 
for both statements to be true, and I 
regard neither to be true. There will 
not be a bumper crop in the state, be­ 
cause the southern end of the state 
will fall much below the normal crop. 
How much will not be certainly known 
until the middle of May. A local pack­ 
e r of long experience estimates the 
crop prospect of Orange County as 50 
per cent, 
but 
present 
indications 
point even to a lower per cent. The 
winter drought and then the 
rains 
coming at blooming time have caused 
a peculiar condition of bloom which 
Is working out unfavorably for the 
crop. It seems that the earlier bloom 
aet the best, but the damp weather 
of March and April favored the rot I 
which has greatly thinned 
out 
the 
fruit on trees that promised 
quite 
well. 
Ventura County also will fall short 
of a normal crop, perhaps not as much 
as Orange County. And Los Angeles 
County also will not have a full crop.; 
Cucamonga of San Bernardino Coun- 
ty now reports 25 per cent crop. Re-! 
membering the Ventura and Orange 
Counties are. next to 
Santa 
Clara 
County, the largest producers of dried 
apricots, there is certainly not going 
to be a normal crop of this article in 
the state, to say nothing of a bumper 
crop. W hat growers need is a reliable 
report of the crop, and not exagger* 
ation either way.

sion, the purpose of which w as to In­ 
vestigate fully the conditions of rural 
life in their bearing upon the general

Mr. Roose­ 
velt saw the close association between 
the city-ward trend of population and 
the upward trend of th e cost of living.

So, as a magazine w riter phrases it, 
Before the rest of us had yet reached 
this conception," Mr. Roosevelt 
de­ 
veloped the idea of the Country Life 
Commission and set it to 
w ork on 
these big and 
Im portant 
problems. 
The mem bers of the commission, per­ 
sons of extrem e prominence and abil­ 
ity. served without pay and paid their 
individual 
expenses. 
Congress 
al­ 
lowed a small appropriation for clerk 
hire, stationery, etc. The commission 
made splendid progress and rendered 
a partial report, although th e 
work 
was only in its beginning. 
G reat re­ 
sults were anticipated. 
Then Roose­ 
velt’s term ended and Mr. T aft be­ 
came president. 
Mr. T aft manifested 
no interest w hatever In this humane 
and laudable undertaking on behalf 
of the women and youth*. 
The com­ 
mission received no support o r 
en­ 
couragem ent w hatever from him. He 
gave it a cold shoulder, ju st as he had 
many of the other Roosevelt policies 
and plans. 
Congress, taking its cue 
from him, declined to appropriate even 
the insignificant sum needed for the 
most ordinary office expense. The re­ 
sult was, th at the work stopped. Mr. 
T aft's treatm ent of the Country Life 
Commission will forever stand to his 
discredit.

Building permits in Bunts Ann for 
tbs Amt four months of 1912 show sn 
-Ineresse of 'sixty per cent over the 
Mine period for 1911. 
The total for 
the present year up to April 30, was 
$349,181, against 9148,627 for lust year. 
And the spring of 1911 was considered 
at that time an exceptionally busy per­ 
iod. 
Should the rate of increase shown by 
the Brat third of the year be kept up, 
and there Is no reason to expect oth­ 
erwise, the total building operations 


for the year would go above $860,000. 
The Increase Is 
more 
remarkable 
from the fact that during the year 
there have been very few permits of 
Isrge slse, the bulk of the expendi­ 
ture being for moderate priced resi­ 
dences. 
To show the rapid and substantial 
growth of Santa Ana It lo Interesting 
to compare the 
figures lie re 
with 
those of Pomona, a city which claims, 
and doubtless has, a somewhat larger 
population than Santa Ana. 
A 
dis­ 
patch from the former city tells that 
permits for the Brot four months of 
the year totaled $216,000, and this is 
considered a remarkable record. 
It 
will be noted, however, that the total 
Is $34,000 less than that of Santa Ana. 
Permits for the month of April to­ 
taled $63,666, against $44,460 for the 
same month last year, an Increase of 
70 per cent. For the past week the 
permits issued call for expenditures 
of $14,633, showing that the average 
since the Brat of the year Is being 
kept up. Seven residences and two 
business houses are Included in the 
list. 
There seems no indication of a drop 
in the rate of construction 
of resi­ 
dences, and there Is every Indication 
that the average of valuation lo go­ 
ing higher. The bungalow type 
con­ 
tinues to preponderate largely, 
but 
these buildings as a rule are of both 
substantial and ornamental construc­ 
tion. A trip through the residence dis­ 
tricts of the city will convince the 
most casual observer that architectu­ 
ral standards have risen materially in 
the last year or two. 
The block on Ross street, north of 
Hickey, will be greatly Improved by 
two modern bungalows for which con­ 
tracts were let this week.
